Ai-curding to the 
ruling!} of''the secretary—and he M 
simply curryine out the traditions 
of his prudeccsBont einco Maine be- 
canio a etato in 1820—the judges of 
the supremo and superior courts, 
tho members of the governor's 
council, the senators, tnoheadsof all 
tho department!} and tho mayors of 
Maine's cities havo their mail ad- 
dressed to them with the word 
"honorable" prefixed to the name 
in every case, while tho members of 
tho house of representatives, tie 
judges of tho municipal courts in 
the cities—whose salaries in some 
cases exceed that paid to tbe gov- 
ernor—and all minor officeholders 
must content themselves with tho 
term "esquire" following their 
names. AB for the governor, ho is 
always addressed as "his exodleo 
"y." 


Other Now England states—Mas- 


sachusetts and New Hampshire iu 
parttatlar-aro more liberal in the 
distribution of titles, for tfcey pro- 
fix "honorable" tommricipal judges, 
representatives and aldermen in tho 
various cities.
